THE ARBITRATION QUESTION AGAIN. 


V. c had expected something better of 
the San Francisco Bulletin. Only the other 
day it talked learnedly of the “ enforced ” 
arbitration system of France, and how ad­ 
mirably it works. 
It was solicitous that 
the same system, or some sim ilar scheme, 
should i f injected into our form of gov­ 
ernm ent. W e pointed out that the French 
system is not arbitration at all, since the 
essence of arbitration is consent, and hem e 
any scheme to force men to abide a judg­ 
ment of a Court is a m atter of judicial pro­ 
cedure, and not arbitration, for the very 
rea-on that its effectiveness is found in its 
coercive character, whereas the effective­ 
ness and value of arbitration resides in the 
reciprocal character of the system, and that 
rests upon the consent of the parties to it. 
Wo pointed out, also, that the arbitration 
bill now in Congress is not coercive in any 
respect. 
It is nothing more than advice 
to parties at issue regarding labor on lines 
of carriage that extend from one State into 
another. 
Now comes the Bulletin, and 
failing to discover th at force destroys all 
tiie essentials of arbitration, says: 
The bill; imply "authorizes” the parlies to the 
dispute lo appoint two arbitrators. If either 
party does not desire arbitration there is noth­ 
ing in the bill to enforce it. They do these 
things differently in France. There arbitration 
is a matter of law in the case of all matters aris­ 
ing in ttie workshop, and the provisions for it 
are. in eflW", similar to those of the O'Neill bill, 
except that it i» made compulsory upon the ap­ 
plication of either partv. What effect, for iu- 
stance, would the O’Neill bill have in the pres­ 
ent Southwestern r.iilroad controversy? The 
employ*« of the roads may say: "Let us abitmte 
this matter under the provisions of the law ”’ 
Mr. Hoxie, speaking for the Missouri Pacific, 
says: 
We d u ’t want to arbitrate; there is 
n* ihitig to arbitrate; we do not desire the serv­ 
ices of seme certain person or persons: that is 
all there is in the question." Whether right or 
wio.i/, Mr. tioxie's decision nullities the O’Neill 
Act completely. If that Act had the compulsory 
clause ot the French law, the strikers could 
bring Mr. Hoxie before the Board of Arbitration 
and romsel him to submit to the decision of dis­ 
interested parties. 
Let us put the case. 
A, employing B 
and ( 
discharges them because of disa­ 
greement as to terms. 
Or IÍ and C strike, 
and refuse to work for A, or to perm it I) 
and E to labor for him . 
B and C propose 
to arbitrate the issue. 
A replies: “ I do 
not wish to do so. 
I have dismissed Band 
C .o r they have left my employment. 
I

Dr. Kimball moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to make arrangements 
for the Fruit-growers’ Convention at Sac­ 
ramento. 
Mr. Milco suggested that the committee 
* authorized to prepare a programme. 
President Cooper appointed on the com­ 
mittee Messrs. H . C. Wilson, Peck and 
Boggs. 
In order to avoid expienses which cannot 
be paid by the State to other members of 
the Board than Inspector Boggs. Mr. Milco 
suggested that Mr. Boggs be authorized to 
consult with Sacramento organizations as 
to arrangements. 
Mr. Boggs offered to pay the expenses of 
the other members of the committee him- 
sell rather than to be without their advice. 
President Cooper said that Mr. Boggs 
could make all arrangements before calling 
the committee together. 
Mr. Milco said that there had been con­ 
siderable dissatisfaction as to the way in 
which business was conducted at the’Los 
Angelt s Convention. The plan of giving 
the whole control to the Board did not 
meet with approval. 
Dr. Kimball said that there must be a 
head and a pilan of operations, and be 
thought that the State Board of Horticult­ 
ure should have entire control.

C ity T rustees. 
A special m eeting o f th e B oard of City 
T rustees was held last evening, all the 
m em bers present. 
A t the m eeting last M onday, when the 
bids t.ir constructing a sew er on Seven­ 
teenth street, betw een 1 and It, were opened 
it was found th at the low est did not have 
any sign.it tire. 
T he ahsenceof die bidder’s 
n am e was evidently an oversight, as the 
hid was accom panied by a forfeit of $100. 
George M urray, w ho was present at the 
opening of the proposals, identiiied the u n ­ 
signed bid as his. 
Jam es H. Tuobev 
ow ner of the n ex t low est hid, objected to 
th e o tin-r being considered, claim ing that, 
as it w as n ot in proper form, it was not 
legal. 
T he Board concluded to refer the 
m atter to City A ttorney H art, who last 
evening gave it as his opinion th at under 
th e circum stances, if the Board should 
aw ard the contract to Mr. M urray, and Mr. 
Tuoiiey should take legal proceedings in 
th e prem ises, it was quite probable th at the 
action o f th e Board w ould be sustained bv 
the Courts. 
H e suggested, however, th at it 
w ould be hotter, as avoiding a possible law 
suit, for Lire B oard to readvertise for pro­ 
posals. 
. 
A fter consideration of the m atter, the 
B oard decided to lay the w hole subject over 
un til its n ext m eeting, w hich w ill be held 
n ex t Tuesday m orning, instead of M on­ 
day, as on the latter day one of the m em ­ 
bers cannot be present. 
City A ttorney H art then subm itted the 
follow ing report, fortifying it by quotations 
from in e codes and authorities, in the m at­ 
te r of Justice H enley :

Tv the H'nivrable Board vj Trutsleus of th- city of

i I Mill investigating 
the question submitted to me by your honorable 
Board us to your power to remove from office 
Justices ot the Peace of the city of Sacramento, 
for misconduct iu oiliee, 1 find no provision of 
the law giving you such power, and in the ab­ 
sence ot uu r \press provi-ion, cúte r in our city 
charter or the general laws of tLc State, dele­ 
gating you or some other Board or officer such 
power. 1 am of the opinion that the only method 
of removal is by_ the proceeding authorized by 
Sections 7.is to 77J of the i’enai rode ; namely : 
by an accusation presented hy the (fraud Jury 
and delivered to the P.strict Attorney, upon 
which the officer accused is notified to appear 
and answer the accusation : upon which a trial 
is had before the Superior Court, hy jury, in the 
same manner as the trial of ail indictment for a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, judgment 
of removal from office is entered by the Court.

T he Board instructed th e C lerk th at they 
had come to the conclusion, in accordance 
w ith th e f’ity A ttorney’s oiiinion, th at they 
h ad no jurisdiction to try or rem ove a 
Justice of the Peace, an d directed him to 
ao inlorni th e D istrict A ttorney, at the sam e 
tim e calling the lattcr’s attention to alleged 
irregularities in the office of Justice H enley, 
an d the report of the city expert in rela­ 
tion thereto. 


Sergeant H arw lck's K eport. 
T he follow ing data show s th e am ount of 
rainfall that was precipitated in A pril and 
M ay 
fo r th e seasons o f greatest rainfall 
since 1810. 
T he total rainfall of 1849-50 
was JO inches; the rainfall for A pril, 1850, 
w as 4.25 inches, and for May, .25 of an inch; 
th e season o f 1852-53 gave ¿0.3*5 inches; the 
rainfall for A pril, 1853, w as 3.50 inches, 
and May. 1.45 inches; the season o f 1861-62 
gave 3(5.10 inches; the rainfall for A pril, 
1862, w as .82 of an inch, and for M ay, 1.81 
inches; the season of 1867-68 gave" 32.79 
inches; the rainfall for A pril. 1868, w as2.31 
inches, and for May, .27 o f an inch: the 
rainfall for tlie present season (1885-6) is 
31.31 incises, w ith the rainfall for A pril to 
date of 3.19 inches, and a good prospect for 
m ore, as th e barom eter appears to be on 
th e decline. 
T he barom eter at 7 o'clock 
last night was falling rapidly from O lym ­ 
pia to Koseourg, Oregon, w ith southerly 
w inds and light rain prevailing. 
In Cali­ 
fornia at the saíne hour the barom eter was 
falling, w ith southerly and w esterly w inds, 
w ith clear w eather in the southern part of 
th e State, cloudy w eather in th e central 
part, and iight rain in the northern por­ 
tion. 
A foul sunset was reported from 
O lym pia to Sacram ento and San Francisco.

Coroner’s Inqnest. 
Coroner C lark sum m oned a jury last 
evening to in q u ire in to the cause of the 
death of O. C. Jackson. 
A fter th e ju ry was sw orn in the Cor­ 
oner, after a few prelim inary rem arks, read 
th e follow ing statem ent from the County 
Physician, w hich has been sworn to : 
This is to certify that I have this day, in tlie 
presence of Drs. Nelson and Outinau, made a 
post mortem examination of the body of Oliver 
C. Jackson, deceased. The heart and lungs 
were healthy, tlie liver enlarged, pale and fatty. 
The stomach was greatly engorged ui>ou the 
inner or mucous surface. It contained a small 
quantity of brownish tluid, and a few fragments 
of undigested food. 
The pupils of the eyes 
were slightly contracted. Tne stomach was re­ 
moved and’ placed in a closed glass jar for 
chemical analysis, if deemed accessary. In my 
opiniou death was caused hy morphine [>oison- 
ing. 
G. A. White, M. D. 


T he Coroner also read the follow ing: 
Mrs. R ita Jackson being duly sworn said: 
Deceased was m y husband. H is nam e was 
O liver C. Jacksoii, a native of Iowa, aged 
38 years, 2 m onths and 15 days. 
On S un­ 
day night, A pril 11, 1S8G, at about 7:15 
o’clock, he cam e hom e. 
H e entered m y 
room and asked m e how 1 was. and said 
he had a spring wagon engaged to go into 
the m ountains w ith this sum m er. H e had 
been d rin k in g a little, and I told him so, 
an d said he had broken his prom ise. 
W e 
laughed and joked for a tim e. 
H e saw the 
Ítills on th e bureau. 
Mrs. Corbin had fold 
lim th at Bit had taken too m any m orphine 
pills. H e said : "I th in k so, too.” T his con­ 
versation betw een Mr. Jackson and Mrs. 
Corbin took place Suuday afternoon. 
H e 
said to m e, " 1 am going to take those pills 
and throw them aw ay. I am going to have 
vou out of bed ; tlie w hole bottle w ould not 
h u rt a cat. 
la m going to take them m y­ 
self.” 
H e poured them —about fifty pills— 
in to his baud and put his hand to his 
m outh. 
1 did not think that lie had taken 
them , as he kept his hand closed. 
H e then 
w ent into the dining-room to eat. and sat 
dow n to the table. 
H e sat there ahput fif­ 
teen m inutes, and th en began grow ing 
sleepy. 
He started for the bedroom, when 
I called him , as I thought lie was tight, as 
a lady friend who is stopping w ith m e was 
laughing at him . 
W ith her assistance he 
got as far as m y bedroom door, w hen he 
fell. 
It then Hashed through m y m ind 
th at he had taken the pills. 
I sprang out 
of bed and was im m ediately at his side. 
I 
sent for his lather and m other, and doctor. 
Doctor Nelson cam e in about fifteen m in ­ 
utes. 
lie lived about one hour and a half. 
1 never heard h im say anything about com ­ 
m itting suicide. 
H e often ridiculed the 
idea of suicide, saying a person deserved 
death w ho would do such a thing. H e was 
not despondent. 
Drs. Nelson an d O atm an, w ho were called 
in a few m om ents after deceased had taken 
the m orphine, testified that from tlie best 
inform ation they could obtain deceased 
had taken about sixty’ quarter-grain gela 
lined m orphine pills, about fifteen erains, 
and death resulted from narcotic poisoning. 
A lthough som e physicians held th at ab­ 
sorption would be im possible in so short a 
tim e, they were positive th at in this case 
the poison acted speedily. 
Tlie deceased 
had been drinking, his stom ach contained 
stim ulating fluids, such as alcohol, the 
gelatine dissolved and absorption followed 
rapidly. Theories they said did not alw ays 
hold good, and certainly did no t in this 
case. 
The pills were sw allow ed and re­ 
sulted in death in a short space of tim e, 
theory’ or no theory’. 
T he jury’ found a verdict in accordance 
w ith the above facts, closing w ith th e fol­ 
low ing language: 
“ W e find th a t death 
resulted from an overdose of m orphine, ad­ 
m inistered by his own hand, b u t w hether 
witli suicidal in ten t o r not is unknow n 
to th is ju ry .” 


L aid A w ay in th e Tom b. 
A ll th a t was m ortal of O liver C. Jackson 
was yesterday consigned to a grave in 
H elvetia Cem etery, beside his first wife, 
wiio died several years ago. 
Deceased, 
ow ing to his m any sterling qualities as a 
m an, and his devotion to friends, had en­ 
deared him self to m any, w ho testified to 
th eir deep regret and sorrow at the sad and 
untim ely ending of a life so full ol prom ise, 
by attending th e last sad rites th a t are 
inevitable 
will 
come 
to all sooner or 
later. 
T he 
funeral 
was 
one 
of 
the 
largest 
th at 
has 
been 
seen 
in 
this 
city for 
years, testified 
to 
tlie popu­ 
larity o f the deceased, and evidenced the 
extent o f the circle of his intim ate friends. 
Services were held in Red M en’s H all, 
w hich were conducted by Rev. W . C. 
M errill. 
A choir composed of Miss Carter, 
Mrs. Ross, H . W . Carroll and A. Sanborn, 
w ith Mrs. P in k h am as organist, rend red 
appropriate m usic. T he funeral proccsssion, 
w hich m arched ou t .1 street to the cem e­ 
tery. was led by th e H ussar baud, followed 
by the follow ing O rders, of w hich deceased 
was a m em ber, in th e order nam ed : Sac­ 
ram ento T urn Y erein.

ing of one or m ore colonies in Sacram ento 
county, perm it m e the liberty of offering a 
lew suggestions in connection w ith this de­ 
sirable work. F or som e m onths the T rustees 
of Sacram ento city have had before them 
th e proposition of the B lue Lake W ater 
Com pany, to furnish th e city w ith an 
abundant supply of pure clear w ater The 
presum ption is th at in addition to fu rn ish ­ 
ing all it needs, there can be a large surplus 
w hich can be used for irrigation on tlie 
lands along the line of w ater-way. If their 
estim ate o f w ater supply is correct, it seems 
th at som e point ¡on th e line of this aque­ 
duct w ould be one of the best locations for 
a colony in this county, provided tlie w ater 
is brought to th e city from B lue Lakes. 
T he country through w hich the line of th e 
proposed w ater-w ay w ould pass is open, 
rolling upland, w ith m any desirable build­ 
ing spots. 
I f w ater could be had in s u f ­ 
ficient quantity for irrigating orchards and 
vineyards, th e lands lying along th e pro­ 
posed line are sufficiently elevated to be 
exem pt from tlie early and late frosts w hich 
are so destructive at 'tim e s in the adjacent 
valleys-. Vegetation on this land starts in the 
fall from tw o to three weeks earlier than in 
the valley, m aking it peculiarly adapted to 
tlie production of early fruits and vege­ 
tables. as well as all sem i-tropical fruits 
and plants.

N ew Y o rk , April 14th.—A Scranton 
special says: General Master Workman 
Powderly had his attention called to-day 
to an interview with Gould, in which he 
said he should refuse to see Powderly, or 
the members of the Executive Committee, 
as they had deceived him . Powderly said : 
“ Well, I think my chances for heaven are 
good. 
If I have succeeded in deceiving 
Jay Gould I think I shall be able to get 
around Satan himself. The case was stated 
plainly to him, and we performed our part 
of the agreement in relation to a settle­ 
ment of the strike, but he did not. If 
there was any deception practiced it was 
contined entirely to liis side. 
W ith refer­ 
ence to his statement that he shall refuse 
to see me again, he is simply echoing a 
message that I sent him some time ago. 
Before I left New York 1 said to a gentle­ 
man, who took the message direct to 
Gould, that I should hereafter refuse to 
have any dealings with him through a 
third party. 
1 did not propose, 1 said, to 
enter 
into 
another 
conference 
with 
Jay 
Gould, 
where 
there 
could 
be 
the sligetest chance for a misunderstand­ 
ing. 
1 meant that 1 should not consent 
to a conference with him except directly 
and unless he assumes the responsibility 
for everything he might agree to it we were 
to meet again. 
Uur committee on their 
arrival in St. Louis found that war had 
been declared with the Knights of Labor 
bv Mr. Hoxie. 
He was not only refusing 
to employ members of the Knights of La­ 
bor, but was discharging men simply be­ 
cause they were members of that organiza­ 
tion, 
We had nothing else to do but to 
rescind our order directing men to go back 
to work. There was no deception about it, 
and any m an who says so willfully lies.” 
Powderly says Hoxie’s dispatches to Gouid 
about bis ability to move trains are meant 
to deceive the public, and are not true. 
Powderly has written to Secretary Turner 
a spirited circular, which should go out at 
once to the Order, asking them to turn 
every dollar they can raise into the hands 
of the Southwest in support of their fight 
against the Gould system. 
No matter 
whether they acted "wisely or not, they 
should have the sympathy "of the Order, 
and that which is more "substantial than 
mere words of sym pathy—dollars. 
POWDERLY TO GOUI.D. 
N ew Y o r k , April 14th.—Voluminous 
correspondence between Gould and Pow­ 
derly, consisting of one letter from Pow­ 
derly, dated Scranton, Pa.. Apri! 11th, and 
a reply from Gould of this date, is made 
public. The following is the substance of 
Powdorly's lette r: 
./«F Gould, Eeq., PrasidCHt of the Jfittouri Pacific 
Railroad—B eak S ir : The events of the past 
forty-eight hours m ust have deiooustrated to 
you the absolute necessity of bringing this terri­ 
ble struggle in the Southwest to a speedy term i­ 
nation. 
You have the power, authority and 
m eans to bring the strike to an end. 
1 have 
done everything in my power to end the strike, 
and the gentlem en associated w ith me have 
done the same. 
Kverything consistent w ith 
honor and manhood has been done in the inter­ 
est of peace. No false notions of pride or dig­ 
nity have swayed us in our dealings with you or 
th e gentlem en associated with you. 
Powderly then refers to the celebrated 
conference with Gould on Sunday, March 
28th, and reviews the already published 
features of that conference, together with 
his (Powderly s) construction upon Gould's 
language and the telegram sent by him to 
Hoxie, to his own order directing the 
strikers to return to work, and the mis­ 
understanding and complications which 
ensued. 
In this connection. Powderly 
declares that Gould’s after statement, that 
the letter sent to Powderly on the day of 
the conference, inclosing the dispatch to 
Hoxie, had been prepared several days, 
was not correct, inasmuch as Gould had 
changed it in one particular after the mat­ 
ter had been talked over. Powderly re­ 
views the other features of that conference, 
and also the one of March 30th, and then 
says: 
I did uot hear either you or Mr. Hopkins say 
that the present troubles along vour road would 
not be arbitrated with men who were not at 
work. It was my belief, when you left that 
night, th at you m eant to have the entire allair 
subm itted to arbitratiou at the first possible mo­ 
m ent. That belief was shared in by McDowell, 
who was present during the entire interview 
W hen you scut the telegram to Hoxie, you seut 
it as President of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. You sent it as the chief sends a mes­ 
sage to an inferior officer, and it m eant as m uch 
to a sensible m an as the most im perative 
order could possibly m ean. Wnen I, as chief offi­ 
cer ot the K uightsof Labor, send a message such 
as that, it is uuderstood to be mv wishes, and 
those wishes are respected by the subordinate 
olh(vr| to whom they are sent. It is not his 
place to put a different construction on them 
and give them his own interpretation. His duty 
is to obey the spirit of the instructions. A man 
in power need not be an autocrat, in order to 
have his wishes respected. That was the idea 1 
cutertained when 1 leP. your house that night. 
After devoting some space to defining the 
relution . of a District Assembly to the 
General Assembly, etc., Powderly says: 
When, on Monday, March '29th, you sent me a 
letter m arked “ personal.'- you at the same time 
told newspaper correspondents -that vou had 
done so. Vi hat your m otive was m m arkiii- 
y o u rlettei '‘personal.'' and nt the same lime 
inform ing representatives of the press th at you 
liad dune so. I do not know, nor <li> i question 
your motive. 1 felt it to be my duty to let the 
public see the letter, which contained nothing 
o f a personal nature whatever. There are no. - 
pic who m ight I Hi uncharitable enough to sav 
th at your m en tio n was to give the Impression 
th at there was som ething between vou and me 
which would not bear the light of public scru­ 
tiny. 
I have nothing to conceal. 
You can set 
tie this strike. Its longer continuance rests 
w ith you. and you alone. Every act ol violence 
e v en dro p o t blood th at m ay be shed from this 
tim e lorth m ust be laid ai your door. The 
K nights of Labor « ere not founded to promote 
o r shield wrong-doing, and to-day the Order of 
the Knights of Labor stands betw een your prop­ 
erty and ruin. You have said th at the Older of
